GRASHOPPER 
PERIL NEXT YEAR 


(By R. M. White, Dominion Entomol- 
ogical Service.) 

The grasshopper situation for thi 
year 1986 threatens to be the most 
severe cf the present outbreak, with 
the possible exception of 1934. This 
is due to the fact that a very large 
proportion of the farmers neglected 
to use control measures while the 
grasshoppers were low in numbers. 


Hatching did not commence this year 

until early in June. By that time 
the ercv'ps were about four to six inch- 
es high, and there was a _ good 
growth of grass on the road allow- 
ances, so that the young ‘hioppers 
were not only hidden from view in 
the fvliage, but obtained all the food 
they required without causing any 
noticable damage. Because of this 
situation, many farmers were indif- 
/erent toward grasshopper control. 
in spite of the strenuous efforts made 
vy the provincial field men to have 
a successful campaign ccnducted, In 
many; localities practically no controi 
measures were adopted until the 
zrasshoppers were flying. 

Egg-laying commenced in July, and 
iow eggs are to be found in large 
i1umbers in many places, as many as 
ive thousand to the square foot c: 
il having been found on one road 
allawance. If nothing is done to de- 
troy these eggs, a heavy pvisoning 
ampaign will probably be necessary 
gain next year. 

There is a good chance of preventing 
ne hatching of the eggs by thorough 
ultural practices, however. The most 
tficient implements for this pur- 
sose are the mould board plcugh,, the 
ingle dise-harrow, the duck-foo. 
ultivator and the rod-weeder. In 
ising the mould board plough, the 
urrvw slice should be cut to a 
iepth of six inches and completely in- 
erted. If this is done in the fal 
ae earth will setile durmg the winter,, 
-nd the young hoppers will be unable 
» reach the surface when the eggs 
atch. If, however, piowing is not 
sone this fall, it will be necessary to 
ack the land to prevent a lot of 


_ fe *huppers from coming up through 


a2 loose soil. ‘The disc plough is 
nsatisfactory in the control of grass- 
.oppers, as it does not invert the slice 
ompletely enough to prevent many 
»f the hoppers from reaching the sur- 
iace, t 

In using the shallow cultivation im- 
jlements, the object is to expose the 
ggs on the ground surface so that 
che weather and other grasshopper 


enemies will destroy them, As the 
eggs are laid in the upper one and 


one-half inches of the svil, the culti- 
vation should not be to a greater 
depth than two inches since slightly 
deeper cultivation may: bury the eggs 
again and leave them better protect- 
ed then they were previously. In 
using the single disc, it is better to 
draw the implement as fast as poss- 
ible to spread the soil thinly, since 
the further the earth is flung the 
better the chance that the eggs will 
be left cn the surface of the ground, 

‘This cultivation shbuld be commenc- 
ed immediately, Not only will the 
eggs be exposed fcr a longer time, 
but there is no likihood of more eggs 
being laid on loose soil, as most of the 
grasshoppers prefer firm ground in 
which to lay. In districts where the 
land is too dry and hard to culti- 
vate before freeze-up, it is recom- 
mended that this cultivation be done 


at the first opportunity after the 
frost is cut the ground, 

It is particularly important that 
yvoad allowances and headlands be 


disced, especially where the grass is 
short or where grasshoppers were 
seen congregated, In some districts 
these places constitute the greatest 
menace for next year, 

This shallow cultivation has prov- 
en satisfactory in actual practice, even 
when done in the spring. 
otherhand, it has been demonstrated 
that deep cultivation, except mould- 
board ploughing, merely delays the 
hashing, Delaying the hatching

|.MARKING THE FEDERAL 
BALLOT 


The method used by some of the 
many who spoiled their provincial 
ballcts on August 22, should be ad- 
hered to on the federal ballot, next 
Monday, October 14, when the use 
of a cross (X) is the correct pro- 
cedure. 

Placing an X beside the name cf 
the candidate of one’s choice is a sim- 
ple procedure—in fact the simplest 
form of marking a ballot, yet, with 
confusion in the minds of some, since 
using the preferential and _ trans- 
fertable systems as are applied in 
the provincial election, there will likely 
be thousands of spciled ballots when 
fae federal count is made_ 

In the 1930 federal election contest, 
there were 24,119 spoiled ballo‘\, and 
in spite of all the publicity which 
has been given, it is almost a safe 
bet that the number will not be much 
less during the 1935 contest. It should 
be kept in mind by those who re- 
alize, while in the polling booth, 
that they have ruined their ballot by 
having erroneously placed their mark, 
or having placed a wrong mark, ap- 
plication for a new ballot paper 
Should be made immediately to the 
returning officer for a new one.

Controlling The Rust Menace 


Very little reflection is required to demonstrate that an expenditure of 
ten years’ intensive work by trained scientists and $600,000 of coin of the 
realm is a low price to pay for insurance of Western Canada's future wheat 
crops against the appalling loss which a few days of rust infestation can 
levy against the farmers of the West. 

The $600,000 referred to and the ten years spent in work in the labora- 
tory and the field, it was recently announced, is the cost to the nation to 
date of producing an un-named wheat which, according to authorities, is 
able to withstand a rust epidemic unscathed and at the same time produce 
8 kernel with all the desirable attributes of the best commercial varieties 


of bread wheat. 
Coupled with this announcement was the further statement that this 


new wheat can be multiplied to a sufficient extent at Dominion government 
experimental farms and on private lands under government supervis‘on to 
enable a general distribution of seed to be made to the farmers of the west 
in 1937. 

These announcements were accompanied by a further declaration of 
considerable importance, namely, that the government intends to retain con- 
trol of the source of supply of this valuable seed and to see to it that the 
farmers are not exploited by private concerns in connection with its dis- 
tribution. 

The statement means that the farmers of Western Canada will be able 
to secure in two years time a substantial supply of seed wheat that is 
guaranteed to enable them to grow a crop completely immune from ravages 
by rust, and at a reasonable price, probably at cost. 

It is pehaps a coincidence that these announcements were made at a 
time when Western Canadian wheat crops were hit by the worst infection 
of rust that the west has known in history but the information should put 
new heart into the many thousands of farmers who this summer saw their 
hopes of recovery blighted when millions of rust spores descended on the 
most promising crop in years and slaughtered yield and grade which meant 
reducing price to the vanishing point. 

The news given in these important announcements may well mean that 
1935 will be the last time that Western Canadian farmers have to suffer 
tremendous loss from rust infestation. This statement is made with caution, 
however, for although it is not usual for severe rust infestation to follow in 
successive years, it cannot be stated affirmatively that it will not occur 
again before sufficient of the new wheat is grown to make a repetition ‘of 
the 1935 calamity an impossibility. 

Results of the work that has been done during the ten years’ quest 
for a rust resistant wheat and laboratory and field trials of the strains 
which have been produced, however, appear to indicate that the battle 
against rust has been won by the scientist and agronomist. 

There is additional comfort for the farmer, however, in another coinci- 
dent announcement and that is that some of the five strains of rust resist- 
ant wheat which are being increased this year also show a tendency to 
resist other diseases, those mentioned specifically being stinking smut, leaf 
rust and one of the varieties is reported as “moderately resistant” to loose 
smut. 

So that it is possible that while the experts have won their fight against 
rust they have at the same time scored at least partial victory in the battle 
against some of the other diseases to which wheat is heir. To what extent 
these other disease pests have been overcome while the major conflict was 
being waged time and experiment alone will prove. It is safe to say, how- 
ever, that these apparent advantages will be followed up with the same 
vigor that these scientists have shown in their now successful efforts to 
overcome the major enemy. 

: Definite proof that the new wheat is all that is claimed for it exists 
as a result of field trials and laboratory tests which have been made during 
the ten years the work has been in progress and particularly this season.

New Type Flying Boat 


Soviet Aviation Authorities Try Out 
Parachute Kite 

A passenger and freight-carrying 
“parachute kite,” which Soviet avia- 
tion authorities said they believed 
would be able to ascend into the 
stratosphere, had its first successful 
trial lifting four tons of cargo. 

An ordinary freight parachute, 
with a dome 65 feet in diameter, was 
used. The load was attached with 
short ropes leading from one side of 
the parachute. The other side bulges 
upward, giving the lifting power. 
Longer ropes, running from the bulg- 
ing side, also were attached to a 
load which, for passenger-carrying 
purposes, would consist of a gondola. 
By manoeuvring the longer rope, the 
crew, experts said, could steer the 
parachute and control its ascent and 
descent, 

The whole combination load was 
called a ‘parachute train” in the 
official description by Prof. I. Grok- 
hoffsky, chief of the experimental in- 
stitute of the Commissariat of Heavy 
Industry which ifs sponsoring the 
trials. Grokhoffsky said he believed 
the parachute could carry explorers 
into the stratosphere and descibed 
flying in a parachute kite as the 
safest mode of air travel since the 
parachute is always opened, assuring 
a safe descent.

If you buy a tin of snuff at this 
shop, as I often do, you will discover 
that the recent marriage of the Duke 
and Duchess of Kent has given an 
air of improbable vitality to the old- 
fashioned label on the tin. 

This label announces in antique 
type that the firm are purveyors of 
tobacco and foreign snuff to ‘‘the 
Kings of Hanover, the Dukes of Sus- 
sex, Cambridge, and the Duchess of 
Kent.” This duchess was, of course, 
the mother of Queen Victoria. 

All these distinguished patrons 
have vanished from Debrett, but the 
snuff that they enjoyed so long ago 
still goes out clothed in an advertise- 
ment that is, appropriately enough, 
an epitaph on a once general social 
custom. 

It may amuse those who enjoy odd 
facts to know that among the old 
ledgers in this shop is one containing 
a list of the favorite snuffs used by 
George IV. One of them, no longer 
obtainable, was called “Marina.” 

Snuff-taking, although a ghost of 
its former self, is more popular than 
most of us imagine. The biggest 
snuff-grinding mill is in Ireland and 
there are others in the North of Eng- 
land. 

Compositors, clergymen, policemen, 
the curators of art galleries, night 
watchmen and others still enjoy a 
pinch of snuff. Lawyers, who with 
their passionate adherence to pre- 
cedent carried the habit into the 
nineteenth century, seem, strangely 
enough, to have now abadnoned it. 

Modern snuff, however, gives no 
idea of the power and potency of an- 
cient snuff. Our books contain a 
number of strange old recipes. For 
instance, grated prunes, port wine 
lees, stale old ale and cheese, figure 
in several 18th century recipes for 
snuff. 

The first snuff gained its fragrancy 
not from the addition of scents and 
essences, but from the careful blend- 
Ing of various pulverized tobaccos, 
Scented snuff became popular later 
in the 18th century. 

The most expensive snuff supplied 
by the trade a hundred and fifty 
years ago was called Spanish Bran. 
It was $15 a pound. Dealers used to 
sell with it a little bottle of Vina- 
grillo, a rose-scented vinegar from 
Spain. This liquid was used to mois- 
ten the snuff. Another curious snuff 
was Spanish Sabillia, a fine brick-red 
powder, which, it was believed, had 
powder, which, it was believd, had 
useful medicinal qualities, It was sup- 
posed to harden the gums and was 
very popular as a tooth paste. There 
was a steady demand for it until 
1830, when it died out.

Loss To The Farmer Is Shown By 
Ontario Investigation 

"One of the peculiarities of the de- 
velopment of our Government and 
College extension services to agricul- 
ture” Professor L, G. Heimpel, Mac- 
donald College, Que., told the Ontario 
Association of Agricultural Societies, 
‘ig the almost complete neglect of 
the question of farm power costs. 
The same is true of the development 
and design of new types of equip- 
ment. The manufacturer and the 
farmer took care of this task be- 
tween them, the latter paying most 
of the cost of experimentation.’’ Ac- 
cording to the 1931 Dominion decen- 
nial census there are 192,174 farms 
in Ontario, and figuring the horse- 
power cost at 1215 cents per horse 
hour, or $1.25 per day, the horse- 
power bill for the province would be 
$39,529,000 annually. There are also 
19,000 tractors in Ontario and their 
operation cost per hour is in the 
neighborhood of 70 cents. Adding to- 
gether the horse-power cost and that 
of tractors brings the total bill to 
nearly $43,000,000 per year. Both 
mechanical and horse-power repre- 
sent actual expenditures, and waste 
of power due to dilapidated condition 
of machinery causes losses which are 
just as real as those due to low crop 
yield, or sales for lower than normal 
prices. It has been estimated by 
men who have made research studies 
of this question that from 25 to 35 
| per cent. of all the power used on 
| Ontario and other farms is wasted. 
| Taking it at a lower figure, it will be 
found, on a total power cost of near- 
ly $40,000,000, the power-waste repre- 
sents the sum of nearly $10,000,000 
annually on Ontario farms, or over an 
average of $55 per farm, a sum that 
would go a long way to meet the an- 
nual tax bill. 


A Novel Insurance 


French Excursionist Has Fare 
Returned If It Rains 

‘If it rains, you get your money 
back.” 

Such is the unusual clause which 
figures in the novel insurance policy 
issued by the Northern Railway of 
France to persons who take part in 
its Sunday excursions to the seaside 
resorts of Boulogne and Treport on 
the Channel Coast. 

Each tourist, in addition to his 
fare, pays a small sum as a premium, 
and if it rains between 2:30 and 5:30 
p.m. on the day of his excursion, his 
fare is immediately reimbursed. So 
far as is known, this is the first time 
that a railroad has gone into the 
“rain insurance’ business. 

To determine whether it has rained 
or not, two rain-meters have been 
established, one in Boulogne and the 
other in Treport. If they register 
rain, each person who signed up for 
rain insurance gets his money back. 
— French Railways Bulletin.
